Workers of America, a national con 
vention of the miners will be held 
at Indianapolis March 15 to try to 
reach an agreement with the soft coal 
operators in the hope of avrrting the 
threatened strike of April 1 In the 
bituminous coal fields. 
The president’s letter and the an 
nouncement that the national conven­ 
tion would be called were made public 
last night by Mr. Mitchell after a long 
conference with Francis L. Robbins, 
president of the Pittsburg Coal com­ 
pany and chairman of the bituminous 
operators. 
The president’s letter to Mr. Mitch­ 
ell follows: 


“ White House, Washington, D. C., 
Feb. 24. 1906. 
” Bir—I note with very great con 
cern the failure of your late conven­ 
tion on the joint interstate agreement 
to come to a basis of settlement of the 
bituminous mining scale of wages. 
You in this business have enjoyed a 
great industrial peace for many years, 
thanks to the Joint trade agreement 
that has resulted in the action of your 
successive conventions. 
“ A strike such as is threatened on 
April 1st is a menace to the peace and 
general welfare of the country.

Captain Zalinsky recently returned 
from Europe, bringing a model of a 
new type of warship which he says 
will revolutionise the form of sea 
fighters. 
The extreme beam Is located 
about 100 feet from the bow, lu defi­ 
ance of the rules of marine architec­ 
ture, 
There is a propeller under the 
knee at either end of the greatest 
beam and a third screw at the regula­ 
tion place at the stern. 
Captain Zalinsky claims that his plan 
does away with the necessity for a pro­ 
tective belt of armor, saying that by 
filling tanks with water he can sub­ 
merge the hull uutil only three feet of 
the warship’s rail is above water. 
The rail is seven feet high, accord­ 
ing to plans, and looks like a chicken 
fence of wire.

The to wt extraordinary of .-¡¡I light- 
houses is to t>e found on Artush rock, 
Stornoway hay, a rock which is sepa­ 
rated from the island of Lewis by a 
channel over fioO feet wide. It is in the 
Hebrides, Scotjpnd. 
On this rock a 
conical beacon is erected, aud on its 
summit a lantern is fixed, from which, 
night after night, shines a light which 
is see® by the fishermen far and wide. 
Yet there is no burning lamp In the 
lantern, and no attendant ever goes to 
it, for the simple reason that there is 
no lamp to attend to, no wick to train 
and no oil well to replenish. 
The way in which this peculiar light­ 
house is illuminated is this; 
“On the 
island of Lev.-is, 5(H) feet or so away, 
is a lighthouse, and from a window in 
the tower a stream of light Is project­ 
ed on a mirror in the lantern on the 
summit of Arnish rock. 
These rays 
are reflected to an arrangement of 
prisms and by their action are con­ 
verged to a focus outside the lantern, 
from which they diverge in the neces­ 
sary direction.” 
The consequence Is that to all Intents 
and purposes a lighthouse exists which 
has neither lamp uor lighthouse keeper 
and yet which gives as serviceable a 
light, taking into account the require­ 
ments of the locality, as If an elaborate 
aud costly lighthouse, with lamps, serv­ 
ice room, bedroom, living room, store­ 
room, oil room, water tanks and all 
other accessories, were erected on the 
summit of the rock.

Borne forty streets have 
thus far beeu paved with this new ma­ 
terial in London. 
In spite of the very 
heavy traffic on these streets they do 
not show the least wear.

also looks well, presenting the appear­ 
ance of mosaic marble. 


UUnt Traction Enflna, 
California is becoming the home of 
the giant traction engine. The monster 
show n in the accompanying illustration 
was manufactured in San Leandro. It 
is fifteen feet wide from outer edge to 
outer edge of its wheels, and it is sev­ 
enteen feet high. It Is of 120 ton horse 
power, which is only five tons less than 
the largest in the world. These colossal

struction of Catholic 
mission prop­ 
erty. 
According to one report the 
m agistrate becam e indignant and com­ 
mitted suicide, but the Chinese assert 
that a priest attacked and killed him. 
The officials, 
fearing to arrest the 
priest, called a public meeting, where­ 
upon the Catholics, according to the 
Chinese version of the trouble, set 
fire to their own premises. 
The pub­ 
lic m eeting of the Chinese dev^'cped 
into a riot, in which, according to one 
story, six of the Catholics were killed, 
though a later account says the num ­ 
ber of Catholics killed was four 
H. 
C. Kingman, a P rotestant misslrnnry, 
and his wife w ere also killed and one 
of their two children was wounded, 
th e other being rescued.
